1. GASTON GARCIA CANTU, OCCASIONAL COLUMNIST FOR EXCELSIOR AND 
ASSOCIATED WITH POPULAR SOCIALIST PARTY, RENEWED HIS ATTACK 
(SEE REFTEL A) ON AMBASSADOR JOVA TODAY AND AT THE SAME TIME 
SHARPLY CRITICIZED CHAMBER OF DEPUTIES LEADER CARLOS SANSORES 
PEREZ. HIS ATTACK WAS APPARENTLY TRIGGERED BY PRESS REPORTS OF 
THE CALL THE AMBASSADOR MADE ON LEGISLATIVE LEADERS ON MARCH 13 
(REFTEL B). 

2. GARCIA'S PRINCIPAL THEME IS THAT U.S. DIPLOMATS MAY HAVE 
CHANGED THEIR STYLE IN RECENT YEARS, ABANDONING THE TECHNIQUES 
OF DOLLAR DIPLOMACY AND RELYING HEAVILY ON FRIENDLY PERSONAL 
RELATIONS WITH HOST GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS, BUT, IN GARCIA'S 
VIEW, YIELDING NO GROUND IN MAINTAINING DEPENDENCY UPON THE U.S. 

3. RETURNING TO THE INNUENDOES OF HIS EARLIER DIATRIBE REPORTED 
IN REFTEL A, GARCIA CANTU INSISTS THAT ALL U.S. AMBASSADORS 
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OF WATERGATE". THE NIXON ADMINISTRATION, GARCIA ASSERTS, IS 
ON TRIAL AND THEREFORE IT IS NOW MORE THAN EVER NECESSARY TO 
TREAT U.S. AMBASSADORS WITH STRICT RESERVE.

5. COMMENT: GARCIA CANTU. WHO IN HIS EARLIER ARTICLE

FASCISM", IS UNLIKELY TO INFLUENCE THE OPINION OF MANY MEXICANS. 

HE WAS CLEARLY STUNG BY THE WARM RECEPTION GIVEN THE AMBASSADOR 
NOT ONLY BY SANSORES BUT THE LARGE ACCOMPANYING GROUP OF 
CONGRESSMEN AND THE HIGHLY FAVORABLE COVERAGE GIVEN TO THE 
MEETING IN THE PRESS.
